Garden Pottery is 

made by hand, mechanical presses are not used, 
and the slightly indefinite lines and low relief 
of the original antique are carefully preserved. 

In one of our plants at Perth Amboy, New 
Jersey, we have several antique Italian oil 
jars imported from Florence some years ago 
by the late Stanford White, as well as several 
garden vases, all of Terra Cotta. These have 
been reproduced faithfully in line and detail 
and are unique. Some of our other designs 
are by modern architects. but in feeling they 
follow the early Italian or Greek. We have 
thought it better to limit Atlantic Garden 
Pottery to the ancient type instead of repro- 
ducing the frightful near-modern designs, still 
made in cast iron, or the overdone art nouveau. 

When designs are furnished we shall be glad 
to estimate the cost of making original pieces. 
On request we shall be glad to design bird 
baths and side-wall fountains ourselves, if the 
client will give us an approximate idea of the 
size and character desired. 

We have a few samples of Atlantic Terra 
Cotta in our New York office, but ordinarily 
we sell on mail order. It is our experience 
that the purchaser is invariably more than 
satisfied with the quality of our material. 

We keep a fairly large stock on hand at the 
factory but on account of the many colors 
offered it may be necessary to manufacture 
the particular material wanted. Consequently, 
it is well to order as far in advance as possible. 

The prices are divided into two classes, 
glazed and unglazed. The glazed colors are

Antique Green, Marble White and Dark Blue; 
the unglazed are Pompeian Red, Limestone 
Gray and Colonial Yellow. 


Glazed Colors 


No. 1883, Antique Green, has a smooth surface and 
generally varies from green to a deep bronze, a vari- 
ation that is not shown in the illustration. It is restful 
in tone and far removed from the bizarre. Ordinarily 
made in a dull, matt glaze, it can be made with a lus- 
trous finish if desired. 

No. 1020, Marble White, is smooth, impervious and 
very slightly lustrous, similar in texture to smooth 
but unpolished marble. It is formal in color and ap- 
propriate for a formal garden or interior. 

No. 15, Dark Blue, is lustrous in finish. Its best 
use is to emphasize an interior color scheme in dark 
blue or to supply a needed touch of color in neutral 
surroundings. 


Unglazed Colors 


No. 62, Pompeian Red, is a warm, cheerful color 
that harmonizes with the brick walks and walls of the 
old-fashioned garden, and the brick hearth and open 
fireplace in the house. In surface it is similar to 
smooth sandstone. It is suitable for the formal or 
informal garden. 

No. 101, Limestone Gray, is a light silver gray, and 
while similar in finish to smooth limestone it is not 
liable to permanent discoloration. It may be used 
formally or informally depending upon the design of 
the vase. 

No. 41, Colonial Yellow, is an unusual color for 
garden furniture, and that is one of its chief attrac- 
tions. It would be suitable for the formal, old-fash- 
ioned garden but hardly for the garden of classic type. 
In interiors it would be useful to accentuate a color 
scheme of cheerful yellow. 


While Atlantic Garden Pottery is suitable - for 
growing plants and small trees it is chiefly decorative 
in is own right and may be appropriately used for that 
purpose alone. 

It is made of the same Terra Cotta body used for 
Atlantic Architectural Terra Cotta but slightly denser 
in composition. Burned at approximately 2250° 
Fahrenheit, it is very hard and durable and the colors 
cannot fade. 

In freezing weather care should be taken to see 
that the jars do not fill with water. 

The prices are based on the material carefully 
packed for shipment, F. O. B. Perth Amboy, N. J. 
If the crate or box is broken on arrival it shows unu- 
sually rough handling and an inspection should be 
made before the shipment is accepted from the car- 
rier. We shall replace any damaged material, but it 
may be hard for us to collect damages if the consignee 
has signed a release.

Cost of Atlantic Terra Cotta 


Atlantic Terra Cotta is not a stock material; every piece is made especially for the 
building in which it is to be used and is intended to occupy a certain place in that building. 


To arrive at the cost it is necessary to figure the Architect’s plans and specifications, and 
to obtain a definite estimate the Architect should submit the following drawings: floor plans 
and elevations drawn to scale, sections showing projections, and sketch details. The elevations 
should indicate the character and the amount of modeling. 


Unless the whole building is to be Terra Cotta the Terra Cotta members should be 


clearly marked. The color and surface finish should also be noted, and

The Architect may either inspect the models at the Atlantic plant or approve them from 
photographs that the Atlantic Company supplies. 


On all contracts complete construction drawings, subject to the Architect’s approval, are 
made for the use of the builder.. The construction drawings show the location of every piece 
and its attachment to the frame of the building. Accompanying the drawings is a complete 
schedule of the necessary iron rods and anchors for the iron contractor’s bid.
